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Elba Police Department 
offering warrant amnesty 
through midnight May 31 


The Elba Police Depart- 
ment by authority of Elba 
Municipal Court is having a 
warrant amnesty period be- 
ginning immediately. 

This means anyone with a 
warrant through the City of 
Elba can come to the Elba 
Police Department and turn 
himself/herself into au- 
thorities, and the paperwork 
will be completed with the 
individual being given a 


new court date in August. 
There will be more warrant, 
and no bondsman will be 
needed. The individual will 
be released immediately. 

This amnesty period will 
only last through midnight 
Sunday, May 31, 2020. 

“If you think you may 
have a warrant, come to the 
police department and get it 
taken care of,” Elba Police 
Chief Leslie Hussey said. 


Elba Chief of Police Leslie Hussey this week addressed 
the issue of increased complaints his department has 
received lately regarding golf carts, ATV’s, and UTV’s on 
the public roadways within the city. 

“Maybe this can help people understand some of the 
consequences of riding on the roadway and more 
importantly ‘allowing’ children to drive on the 
roadway,” Hussey said. “If they [city officials, parents, 
etc.] want to allow golf carts on the road an ordinance 
will need to be passed in order to make it legal in our city 
as current laws prohibit it.” 

Chief Hussey said the Elba Police Department has

never really enforced this particular violation in the past, 
especially the golf carts, mainly because it was usually 
children going fishing or to the country club. Now, 
however, it has become an issue with many driving the 
golf carts, ATV’s or UTV’s recklessly on streets with no 


recourse on child or parent. 


“As you can see [in the memo below] there is an 
Alabama State Code where criminal charges can be 
brought against the person who gave the operator 


permission,” Hussey said. 


The memo below comes from Chief Hussey in an 
attempt to combat this issue:

There has been a major increase in complaints coming into the Elba Police Department about golf carts, four 
wheelers, dirt bikes, side by sides, etc. being driven on the city streets. Some of the complaints are of the 
vehicles being driven recklessly. There are several areas of the city that these complaints are coming from. 

The short and simple of it is this: these types of vehicles are prohibited by the laws of this state from being 
operated on any public roadway. The vehicles do not have the proper equipment designed for roadway use, nor 
do they have the safety equipment required, ANY person who rides these types of vehicles on any of the public 
streets is subject to possibly receive a citation and/or have the vehicle impounded. 

Normally, if a citation is issued it would be for reckless driving which, if convicted, would put six-points on 
the individual’s driver’s license, as well as, paying the fines, court costs and impound fees. If the person is 
under the age to have a driver’s license, operator and parents or guardians would be required to report to juvenile 
court for the offense. 

The definition of a motor vehicle is: 

(32) MOTOR VEHICLE. Every vehicle which is self-propelled (this means anything from a riding lawn mower 
to a tractor trailer) and every vehicle which is propelled by electric power obtained from overhead trolley 
wires, but not operated upon rails, except for electric personal assistance mobility devices. 

The law regarding allowing a child to operate a vehicle: 

--$32-5-65. Persons under 16 years of age operating motor vehicles - Owner of motor vehicle permitting. Any 
owner or person in charge of any motor vehicle who permits any child under the age of 16 years to operate 
such motor vehicle upon the public highways of this state, except as provided by Section 32-5-64, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished as provided by Section 32-5-311 .(Code 1923, § 3330; 
Acts 1927, No. 347, p. 348; Code 1940, T. 36, § 56; Acts 1949, No. 517, p. 754, § 18.) 

There are numerous laws concerning the equipment required for motor vehicles, not to mention the require- 
ments of registering and insuring. These types of vehicles were not meant for roadway use and are dangerous 
to operate on roadways, especially by inexperienced drivers. Automobile drivers are not used to looking out 
for these types of vehicles, which in most cases are smaller than the usual auto on the roadway. This poses a 
danger of a collision with serious injuries. 

There are far too many injuries to our children due to off road type vehicles and these injuries are frequently 
serious injuries. Everyone needs to do their part in not only keeping our children safe, but everyone else as 
well. Children are not the only ones that are using these vehicles improperly. 

Some cities in this region of the country have adopted ordinances to allow the use of someof these types of 
vehicles on the residential streets. If this is a possible solution to the existing problem, the citizens need to ap- 
proach the Elba City Council about the creation of such ordinance. Without an ordinance, the use of the WSEClES 
on any roadway is illegal and will be dealt with assuch.

Further, he said Elba has 
many people doing great 
things, and it needs all 
working in a coordinated 
effort to be efficient and 
build off of one another’s 
momentum. 

“I want to see Elba be- 
come even more inclusive 
and our citizens take more 
ownership and pride in our 
community,” Johnson said. 
“T would like to develop an 
announcement and applica- 
tion process opentovall cit- 
izens when - a ‘vacancy 
occurs on one of the boards 
or committees of the city. In 
this process, the vacancy 
would be announced and 
citizens interested in vol- 
unteering to fill the vacancy 
would fill out an applica- 
tion for consideration by 
the City Council. My 
theory is, if we think of the 
city as a train, we not only 
need the right people on the 
train, we need the people in 
the right seats on the train.” 

There are several top pri- 
orities Johnson said he 
would set for Elba if elected 
mayor. He said he is not 
sure these priorities can be 
ordered because they all 
need attention from day 
one. 

“T would like to see Elba 
aggressively attract indus- 
trial and commercial inter- 
est to Elba,” Johnson said. 
“Our city needs not just 
jobs, but good jobs that be- 
come careers so our young 
adults can stay in Elba and 
earn a living.” 

He said the city can help 
existing businesses to ex- 
pand their current products 
and workforce. 

“We must aggressively 
pursue varied retail devel- 
opment to offer products to 
meet the desires and needs 
of the people,” Johnson 
said. “This would keep 
sales tax dollars in Elba. 
Recruitment of business is 
a competitive environment, 
and we must meet the chal- 
lenge to compete.” 

Not only does Elba need 
to seek business, but 
Johnson said it also needs 
additional healthcare and 
emergency care options for 
a better quality of life for 
the citizens. 

Also, he noted that op- 
tions in the current housing 
market in Elba are limited. 
He said the city needs qual- 
ity housing in the single- 
family market as well as 
multifamily and retirement 
type homes in order to at- 
tract and keep people to 
Elba. 

“Details of my qualifica- 
tions to be mayor can be 
found not only in my re- 
sume but through my ac- 
complishments,” Johnson 
said. 

After graduating from 


Elba High School in 1981 
and then attending Enter- 
prise State Junior College, 
Johnson moved to Mont- 
gomery, Ala. to study at Au- 
burn University at 
Montgomery. He graduated 
in 1985 with a Bachelor of 
Science in business admin- 
istration with a double 
major in accounting and fi- 
nance. He also did ad- 
ditional undergraduate 
studies through the Univer- 

ityof Alabama. ss 
Bs graduation from 
AUM, Tim married his 
Elba High School classmate 
and high school sweetheart, 
Lisa Smith. 

Johnson remained in 
Montgomery and began his 
professional working career 
in a public accounting firm. 
He was later employed as 
an internal auditor with a 
bank holding company. 

In 1989, Tim and Lisa re- 
turned to Elba to raise their 
newborn son in their home- 
town, 

Johnson was employed 
again in public accounting, 
but soon became part of the 
administrative staff and 
Chief Financial Officer at 
Elba General Hospital and 
Nursing Home where he 
served from 1990 until 
1998. In 1998 he took 
ownership of a family 
owned business, the H&R 
Block Franchise in Elba. 

Johnson formed TALLI 
Corporation and expanded 
the one H&R Block fran- 
chise operation to one of 
the 25 largest franchise 
groups in the eastern half of 
the country with a total of 
13 offices throughout Ala- 
bama with over 100 em- 
ployees, all being 
headquartered in Elba. 

While operating the tax 
business, Johnson said he 
saw the need for more qual- 
ity rental properties in Elba. 
Thereforr, he and wife Lisa 
formed TCJ Financial Cor- 
poration to invest in Elba 
by buying properties to ren- 
ovate to sell or lease. Their 
first project was the pur- 
chase of a dilapidated block 
of commercial property at 
the corner of Claxton Ave- 
nue and Davis Street, which 
today still houses their busi- 
nesses along with two other 
tenants. 

TCJ Financial Corpora- 
tion also has. invested in 
Elba through purchase and 
renovation of residential 
properties which are leased 
and sold through Tim’s 
other Elba company, 
Johnson Realty.

Itis sometimes said that the saddest thing in the world is when a parent 
outlives their children. This may be true, but it can nevertheless be 
devastating for kids to lose their mom or dad, especially when it happens 
at a young age. 4 

One way to help children who have experienced the loss of a parent is 
to provide them with continuity. Death can seem world-ending, so show 
the child that many things will carry on as normal—including school, 
friendship, and other activities. 

Kids who have lost a parent will often want to share their story, and the 
best way to help them is to listen. Children may also have tough 
questions about death. Challenging though it may be, it's important to 
answer directly and without euphemism. Telling them that their mom or 
dad has “gone to sleep” or has simply “left us” may be confusing. Also 
note that kids will always set the pace for how they process grief, and 
it's important not to push them; if it seems like they are not yet ready to 
talk, just give them some time. 

One important thing to do for a child who is grieving is to help them. 
remember. You can provide a child with photos or mementos with which 
they can remember their deceased mom or dad. Also be willing to share 
memories and to talk about their parent with fondness and affection. 

Finally, note that the loss of a parent can be truly scary, and children 
will want to be reassured. Be open with them about who will look after 
them going forward, and make sure they feel secure about their own 
health and wellbeing.

Your local water officials vigilantly safeguard its water supplies and once again we are proud to report that 
our system has not violated a maximum contaminant level or any other water quality standards. We're pleased to present to you this year's Annual Drinking Water 
Quality Report. This report is designed to inform you about the quality water and services we deliver to you every day. Our constant goal is to provide you with a 
safe and dependable supply of drinking water. We want you to understand the efforts we make to continually improve the water treatment process and protect our 
water resources. We are committed to ensuring the quality of your water. Our water source is one groundwater well. The water we supply comes from the Clayton 
Aquifer. The Jack Water System also purchases water from the Pike County Water Authority. The Pike County Water Authority utilizes groundwater pumped from 
seven wells out of the Ripley Aquifer and the Tuscaloosa Aquifer. The water we provide to our customers requires no specialized treatment. However, chlorine is 
added to the water for disinfection purposes. This insures the quality of water throughout our distribution system. 

The Jack Water System routinely completes a water storage facility inspection plan and utilizes a Bacteriological Monitoring Plan and a Cross Connection Policy 
is in place to insure good safe drinking water for our customers. The Jack Water System and Pike County Water Authority have both completed a Source Water 
Assessment Plan which is available at our offices for review. This report provides information about potential sources of contamination and is set up to help protect 
our source. 

We want our valued customers to be informed about their water utility. If you want to learn more, please attend any of our regularly scheduled Board meetings.

“With the 
public’s assistance on Ala- 
bama roadways and water- 
ways, we all can have fun, as 
well as get to and from our 
destinations safely.” 

This year, the official holi- 
day travel period begins at 
12:01 a.m. Friday, May 22, 
and concludes at midnight 
Monday, May 25. During 
the four-day period, ALEA 
will assign all available 
Troopers from ALEA’s 
Highway Patrol and Marine 
Patrol Divisions to patrol 
roadways and bodies of 
water across the state. In ad- 
dition to regular holiday pa- 
trol and enforcement 
activities, Troopers will be 
available to assist motorists 
and boaters in distress. 

ALEA offers the follow- 
ing safety tips for the up- 
coming extended holiday 
weekend: 

On the road 

¢ Buckle up (Even back- 
seat occupants must use seat 
belts or child restraints. 

* Do not drive under the 
influence of alcohol/drugs. 

* Do not drive while dis- 
tracted. (Distractions are not 
limited to texting. The list 
includes passengers, radio, 
food and other items or ac- 
tivities that take your focus 
off driving.) 

* Mind your speed. 

¢ Expect traffic conges- 
tion, particularly along pop- 
ular routes to the beach or 
lake. 

On the water 

* Make it a habit each time 
to check the boat’s safety 
equipment before departing. 

* Do not boat under the in- 
fluence of alcohol/drugs. 

* Have a personal flotation 
device (PFD) on board for 
each person on your boat. 
Children 7 and younger must 
wear PFDs at ail 
times. (Make sure PFDs are 
in good condition, sized for 
intended individuals and U.S. 
Coast Guard-approved.) 

¢ Be courteous and cau- 
tious. Know the rules of the 
water, including what to do 
in a head-to-head meeting, 
who has the right of way and 
other regulations. 

* When boating at night, 
make sure required navi- 
gation lights are on and in 
good working order. Operate 
at slower speeds. Don’t ven- 
ture into unfamiliar territory. 

* Give other boaters 
plenty of room. Don’t oper- 
ate too close to private docks 
or the shoreline; and give 
skiers and swimmers a wide 
berth. 

Never overload a vessel. 
Follow the capacity plate 
guidelines. 

In addition, it is important 
to adhere to the Alabama 
Department of Public 
Health’s safety guidelines 
designed to combat the 
spread of COVID-19. ALEA 
urges everyone to practice 
social distancing and leave 
at least a 6-foot distance be- 
tween individuals from dif- 
ferent households while 
visiting beaches, lakes, 
parks and other public loca- 
tions.

Lawson enjoyed a busy weekend as he went to a birthday 
party on Saturday that had a large inflatable and a swim- 
ming pool, and then on Sunday headed out to a wildlife park 
to see some animals one usually sees only in books, Life 
may not be back to normal, but it was a fun week for my 
little man. 


For what it is worth.... 


*** While it looks like high school sports teams might 
be able to resume practice in a limited capacity in just a 
matter of weeks, the AHSAA announced last week that 
summer activities such as 7-on-7 football competition and 
other play dates have been cancelled. All schools in the state 
have been officially closed since March 17 due to the fear 
of the coronavirus, but the announcement last week gives 
sports teams the go ahead to hold camps with their own stu- 
dents and feeder school students. State superintendent Dr. 
Eric Mackey stated in the release that it was “hopeful” state 
schools would reopen their campuses on June 8 and would 
start the 2020-2021 school year as scheduled. If the schools 
do open on June 8, the AHSAA teams could begin holding 
on-campus workouts with a maximum of 10 per group, with 
all health and safety guidelines to be followed at all times. 
Those guidelines would include a focus on physical distanc- 
ing, group activities based on square footage, respiratory 
coverings, sanitizing equipment, hand washing and other 
items. While things can always change, right now it appears 
the main focus is that on June 8 student-athletes will be able 
to return to work in some groups, which would include skill 
development, weightlifting and conditioning workouts. The 
State Department of Education also reported that it was 
working with five other states to create a ‘road map’ for best 
practices to start the school year in August, and that cer- 
tainly sounds like things are for now moving in the right di- 
rection. 

**%* While the schools in the state have been closed since 
mid-March, it hasn’t slowed down the coaching carousel at 
all. A few changes worth noting include Cottonwood’s head 
football coach John Gilmore heading to Smiths Station as 
the offensive coordinator after posting a 13-27 record in 
four years with the Bears; former Headland head basketball 
coach Mike Henry taking the head job at Carroll, just three 
weeks after making the decision to leave the Rams; former 
Florala head football coach Toby Greene taking the head 
job at Headland, adding to his resume after leading four 
prep programs over his 18 year career; Sammy Jackson tak- 
ing over the head basketball position at Headland to return 
to his alma mater after coaching in the college ranks the past 
27 years; former Carroll head football coach Roger McDon- 
ald taking the head job at Dadeville after leading the Eagles 
to a 40-33 record in six years, including a 23-2 run back in 
2016 and 2017; and, former Chickasaw head football coach 
Jason Rowell replacing Scott Rials at Luverne, after leading 
his team to an 11-10 slate the past two seasons, his only 
years as a head coach. 

*** Well, I guess Taulia Tagovailoa pulled a rabbit out 
of the hat last weekend when he announced he would attend 
Maryland. Maryland, coached by former Alabama offensive 
coordinator Mike Locksley, struggled to a 3-9 record last 
season, but has only two quarterbacks on scholarship and 
to the ‘family’ seemed like the best fit. It is expected that 
the former Bama backup will redshirt this season and then 
have three seasons to show his skills. 

*** Alabama small school basketball power Sacred 
Heart Catholic announced last week it was suspending all 
sports at the small private school in Anniston. The K-12 
school that according to AHSAA records has only 39.8 stu- 
dents in its top three grades, will remain open, but will not 
field any competitive sports teams. Sacred Heart won four 
straight 1A state basketball championships from 2015 
through 2018 before being bumped up the 2A, but remained 
a basketball power as it lost by two points in the 2019 finals 
and then last season lost in the region finals to eventual 2A 
state champ LaFayette. 

*** Troy University continued to fill out its future foot- 
ball schedules last week with the announcement that the 
Trojans had signed a contract for a four-game series with 
Army. The Trojans will host the Black Knights in 2022 and 
2031, and will travel to West Point in 2023 and 2030. Troy 
and Army have never met on the football field, while the 
Trojans did compete against the Naval Academy in 2011 
and 2012, with each team winning on its homefield. 
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States take economic hit 
Cancellation of summer high school sporting 


events is more than just a disappointment 


The spikes will not be 
laced up this spring, the ba- 
tons will not be passed, and 
the hurdles will not be 
cleared. The baselines won’t 
be chalked, the bubble gum 
and sunflower seeds won’t 
be chewed, and the eye- 
black won’t be applied. The 
iconic declaration that it is 
time to “play ball” will not 
be heard. Soccer balls will 
remain in their bags, la- 
crosse sticks will not need to 
be taped and there will be 
no practice rounds on the 
golf course. 

Outside of a few southern 
states that employ an earlier 
cycle, “the spring season 
that never was” is the unfor- 
tunate reality facing high 
school student-athletes ac- 
ross America, And for the 
senior class of 2020, there is 
no next year. Hopes of a 
final chance to set a school 
record, hoist a state cham- 
pionship trophy or even 
make bus-trip memories 
with the closest of friends — 
all dashed unceremoniously 
by the Coronavirus pan- 
demic. 

The loss, however, goes 
much deeper than the stu- 
dent-athletes. Parents lost an 
opportunity to witness their 
children grow in the envi- 
ronment only athletics can 
provide; communities — par- 
ticularly those with just one 
high school:— go without 
one of their most sacred and 
fundamental sources of 
pride. 

“That’s why we waited as 
long as we possibly could 
(to cancel spring sports), 
and let people know we 
were doing everything pos- 
sible to try and make a 
spring season happen,” said 
Bernard Childress, ex- 
ecutive director of the Ten- 
nessee Secondary School 
Athletic Association 
(TSSAA). “We know the 
student-athletes — the sen- 
iors especially — their com- 
munities, their schools, their 
fans, their parents and ev- 
eryone involved in the ath- 
letic family is affected by 
this and paid a tremendous 
price.” 

The collective price 
Childress refers to is a 
heavy one, but one that is 
exacted differently in each 
state given the unique op- 
portunities provided by each 
NFHS member association. 
For some student-athletes it 
would have been the chance 
to play in a major- league, 
minor-league or collegiate 
venue, where they could dig 
into the same batter’s boxes 
or toe the same pitcher’s 
plates as some of their fa- 
vorite professionals. Some 
were looking forward to 
competing in nationally re- 
nowned events ripe with tra- 
dition and nostalgia dating 
back a century or more. Still 
others missed out on a 
uniquely centralized state 
tournament setup that em- 
bodies the true spirit of sup- 
porting one another. While 
every competition within 
the education-based ath- 
letics model is special re- 
gardless of the sport, there 
are some instances that only 
come around once in a life- 
time and simply cannot be 
replicated. 

Take California as an ex- 
ample. Each year, the Cali- 
fornia Interscholastic 
Federation (CIF) hosts its 
State Track and Field 
Championships, which have 
most recently been held at 
Buchanan High School in 
Clovis since 2009. Over the 
two days of competition, 
Buchanan’s Veteran’s Me- 
morial Stadium attracts a 
yearly average of almost 
20,000 spectators. 


Outside of a three-year 
span during World War II, 
the state meet has been con- 
ducted annually since 1915 
and has seen some of the 
greatest athletes the United 
States has ever produced. 
Among the lengthy list of 
alumni are Major League 
Baseball’s (MLB) Bobby 
Bonds, the National Foot- 
ball League’s (NFL) Lynn 
Swann, Olympic beach vol- 
leyball gold medalist Misty 
May-Treanor and Olympian 
and World War II hero 
Louis Zamperini, the sub- 
ject of the 2014 feature film 
Unbroken. ‘ 

And just as it has become 
a perennial tradition to see 
spectacular athleticism, so it 
has to see the same faces 
make the pilgrimage to take 
in the experience. 

“We have people show up 
to our track and field meet 
who drive from all over the 
state, and they’re there 
every year,” said CIF Ex- 
ecutive Director Ron No- 
cetti. “We see the same 
people sitting by the finish 
line and many of them ran 
in those events when they 
were in high school. They 
get together with their 
former teammates and they 
drive from various places in 
the state to that meet.” 

In the southern part of the 
state, baseball programs in 
the CIF’s Los Angeles City 
Section Open Division and 
Division I strive to win a 
sectional championship in 
Dodger Stadium — the home 
of MLB’s Los Angeles 
Dodgers — while teams in 
Divisions II and III square 
off at the University of 
Southern California’s De- 
deaux Field. 

Playing baseball in 
world-class facilities are 
also among the highlights 
during the high school 
spring seasons in Georgia 
and Mississippi. Both the 
Georgia High School Asso- 
ciation (GHSA) and the 
Mississippi High School 
Activities Association 
(MHSAA) utilize partner- 
ships with the various levels 
of the Atlanta Braves 
(MLB) organization for 
their championships. 

Of the four GHSA base- 
ball state championship 
sites, three of them belong 
to the Braves and their affil- 
iates, including state-ofthe- 
art Truist Park — currently 
the newest ballpark in the 
MLB 


“We have a great partner- 
ship with the Braves, and 
they’ve made it very easy 
for us economically,” said 
GHSA Executive Director 
Robin Hines. ““We partnered 
with them for the first time 
last year and they enjoyed it 
so much that we signed a 
multi-year contract, so we'll 
be there for a while. It’s just 
a matter of moving it by a 
day or two to make sure the 
three teams — the Atlanta 
Braves, Gwinnett Stripers 
(Triple-A) and the Rome 
Braves (Single-A) — are out 
of town. It’s been a very 
good deal for us. 

Trustmark Park, the home

of Atlanta’s Double-A farm 
team -— the Mississippi 
Braves — plays host to all six 
of the MHSAA’s | state 
championship baseball 
games. The softball games 
are split between two of the 
best university facilities in 
The Magnolia State — Mis- 
sissippi State University in 
Starkville and The Univer- 
sity of Southern Mississippi 
in Hattiesburg. 

“Tt’s special to be one of 
the last 12 baseball teams or 
one of the last 12 softball 
teams left playing at the 
end,” said Don Hinton, ex- 
ecutive director of the 
MHSAA. “To get the 
chance to play baseball at 
Trustmark Park is really 
special. This is our seventh 
year I believe that they’ve 
had it, and it’s something 
everyone really looks for- 
ward to in the springtime. 
It’s in Pearl, so it’s centrally 
located within the state and 
it’s probably the best place 
to play in Mississippi, and 
even in some parts of The 
South. We always get great 
crowds. And for softball, 
both of our host universities 
do a tremendous job provid- 
ing our young ladies with a 
championship atmosphere. 
The experience they offer 
certainly fits the stage.” 

Should the pandemic 
conditions run deeper into 
the summer months, the Al- 
abama High School Athletic 
Association (AHSAA) will 
be in jeopardy of losing its 
Summer Conference and 
All-Star Sports Week and 
may be forced to move its 
Alabama High School 
Sports Hall of Fame Induc- 
tion for the second time. 

The AHSAA Summer 
Conference and All-Star 
Sports Week is currently 
slated for mid-July and is 
not only a massive profes- 
sional development and fel- 
lowship opportunity for 
athletic administrators that 
sees more than 4,000 reg- 
istrants each year, it’s a 
chance to showcase the very 
best junior athletes in the 
state. Over the course of the 
week, the association hosts 
11 different All-Star 
games/competitions that 
bring thousands of fans 
streaming to Montgomery. 

“We truly hope that we'll 
be able to hold it because it’s 
a tremendous event for our 
state, but the ability to bring 
that large a group of people 
together in July is question- 
able at this time,” said 
AHSAA executive director 
Steve Savarese. 

The Alabama Sports High 
School Hall of Fame Induc- 
tion has already been moved 
to June from its original date 
in mid-March, but, as more 
and more time passes, Sava- 
rese fears it could poten- 
tially have to wait until 
September. 

Tennessee is home to 
what is arguably the nation’s 
most prominent state cham- 
pionship structure for spring 
sports. Titled the TSSAA 
Spring Fling Champion- 
ships, the event bears a re- 
semblance to the Olympic 
Games. Over Memorial Day 
weekend, 4,300 to 4,500

student-athletes descend 
upon Rutherford County to 
compete for championships 
in baseball, softball, soccer, 
boys and girls tennis and 
boys and girls track and 
field, which are all contested 
simultaneously at various 
high school fields, as well as 
Middle Tennessee State 
University in Murfreesboro. 

“It’s an unbelievable 
event that we hold that gives 
our student- athletes the op- 
portunity to cheer for their 
other teams and support one 
another across Rutherford 
County,” said Childress. 
“The Rutherford County 
Chamber of Commerce 
does an outstanding job of 
hosting it each year.” 

While these events cer- 
tainly serve to create unfor- 
gettable memories for 
student-athletes and the in- 
vested individuals who fol- 
low and support them, the 
anticipation and subsequent 
disappointment that they are 
canceled is felt mutually by 
the cities and towns that 
band together to put them 
on. 

“We were definitely dis- 
appointed for our student- 
athletes, but evaluating the 
big picture, we were dis- 
appointed for the entire 
state,” Savarese said. “In our 
communities, so many 
people make huge invest- 
ments in hosting our events 
who count on their eco- 
nomic impact.” 

Savarese detailed the 
longstanding relationship 
between the AHSAA and 
the city of Huntsville, which 
has been the site of the or- 
ganization’s soccer state 
championships since their 
inception. 

“(The city of Hunts- 
ville’s) investment into our 
soccer championship is un- 
paralleled,” he said. “And 
that goes way beyond the 
economic impact — they 
truly love the event. The 
economic impact is the 
small part; the love for the 
sport and what they put into 
this — it’s a labor of love for 
them and they’re going to 
miss out on seeing the kids 
play and sharing those ex- 
periences with them.” 

Even though the courts, 
fields, courses and pools are 
all currently vacant and 
empty and an enormous 
void exists within high 
school athletic communities 
everywhere, an argument re- 
mains that the promotion of 
life lessons through partici- 
pation in athletics and activ- 
ities continues uninterrupted 
—and given their transmis- 
sion comes through a pain- 
ful break in the action — that 
promotion is perhaps 
stronger than ever. 

“We know that education- 
based athletics provides so 
much more than just the 
wins and losses for student- 
athletes,” Nocetti said. “It 
builds character and resil- 
ience, and if nothing else, 
you can imagine that for the 
student-athletes in this class 
that resiliency is going to be 
something that they’re 
going to be able to draw 
upon with all that they’ve 
gone through.”
